Daily it beco mes clearer that what we 
carelessly call peace in Euro pe and mo st o f 
the wo rld is no peace at all. It is merely an 
armed breathing spell between wars, an agi­ 
tated armistice who se co nditio ns are o nly a 
little better than war itself. 
France, which in the 18 40s abo lished the 
death penalty fo r spy ing in “ peace” times, 
has re-established it. 
France, which had a peace-time army o f 
abo ut 600.000 befo re the Wo rld war, has an­ 
no unced that by 19 40 she will have at least 
a millio n men under arms at any given mo ­ 
ment. 
No w there pro bably is no great impo rtance 
in the fact that France has go tten in step 
with mo st o ther Euro pean po wers in making 
death the penalty fo r peace-time spy ing.
